A complete guide-book to the scenery of 
the Hudson. Mr, has learned lit- 
erally by heart the ground he describes, 
Gossipy and pleasant, he tells now a story 
of the Revolution and now a bit of nothing 
from to-day’s newspaper. Up in the In- 
dian Pass he entices us into @ canoe, 
and never lets us go till we enter New York 
harbor in the Dean Richmond. The pic- 
tures, many of which are charming and 
many very funnily absurd, illustrate almost 
every page. With this book one may learn 
the history of New York and its tributary 
valley, without the trouble of computing the 
number of inhabitants, or the misery of 
being faced down with figures when one 
exalts the dignity of his beloved New Am- 
sterdam. Anybody may read it with profit, 
as it is stuffed with things worth knowing. 
It is carelessly written, and there is a cer- 
tain presence of uninvited Jenkins on too 
many occasions. We have to tolerate him

As a 
statement of the views of an intelligent and 
sincere Hebrew, the volume is not without 
interest, and, possibly, not without some

ern men are of superior fiber to the corre- 
sponding class at the East. The palace e 
their kingdom is Ohicago. They are the 
representative Americans of to-day. More- 
over, I believe they are the biuffest, heart- 
iest, frankest men on earth. They carry 
their hearts in their hands—their souls in 
their eyes, You jostle against them in the 
street, and by that contact have made their 
intimate acquaintance. If they like you, 
they let you know it; if they don’t like 
you, they do not conceal it by any of the 


Eastern man traveling in the West has not 
noticed this difference in temperament be- 
tween the two sections? Leta young man, 
who has been brought up in Boston, live 
one year in Chicago. On revisiting Boston, 
he will suddenly find that the hand-shaking 
of a stay-at-home New Englander is formal 
and impassive as compared with the grip 
and pinch of Western demonstrativeness. 

I think the beauty of the New England 
character is not seen at its best till it ripens 
awhile in the West. Take the born and 
reared New Englanders whom you now see 
in any of a dozen representative Western 
towns—say, for instance, Akron, Ohio; 
Adrian, Michigan; Quincy, Illinois ; Mount 
Pleasant, Iowa—and I am free to say that 
towns of equal size, standing on the mother 
soil of New England, are not equal to these: 
Western rivals in the impression which they 
make for thift, energy, growth, and civil 
progress. 

True, there is more wealth, more culture, 
more social refinement in the Eastern | 
towns; bot in the Western there is more of 
that indefinable quality which (for want of 
& better name) we call character. That is to 
say, thereis more individuality, more freedom, | 
from conventional restraint, more independ- 
ence in manners and opinions, more flavor 
of native originality. To state the case in a 
different way, I believe that when a son of 
New England comes, asa young man, to 
seek his fortune in the West, there is some- 


Western ambition which in the end will 
make him more of a man than if he had re- 
mained on his ancestral acres, and lived 
and died in the old homestead in New 
Hampshire, 

, Cultivated’ people at the West feel the 
lack of many privileges enjoyed at the East. 
I know of many instances in which this 
feeling reaches the point of sighing and 
heart-break—particularly among Eastern 
women who are fresh residents in the West. 
They yearn for New England, and weep in 
secret at their separation from it. But these 
same Eastern women, as sdon as they be- 
come Westernized, partake of the same 
pride in the West which animates Western 
men. Certain fashionable people, who 
prefer to be called ladies rather than 
women, and who flourish in the large 
Western cities, regard it as a compliment to 
be told that no one would ever suspect for a 
moment that. they had not lived all their 
lives at the East. But when you see a 
Western Yankee girl who, after five or ten 
years’ residence in Illinois, cannot be told 


communities that have not yet grown rich, 
have a right to beg. But, making every just 
allowance, it is not to the credit of so many 
Western churches that they don’t pay their 
notes. J know of a Western city whose 
railroad depot cost more money than Trini- 
ty church, New York; and yet I was asked 
by a committee of the residents to incite 
our Brooklyn friends to help build a church 
near that Western depot. 1 declined the 
proposal until the committee should come 
to Brooklyn and build a decent shed for the 
Long Island Raiiroad. 





THE NEW GERMAN EMPIRE. 


THs instincts of men and nations are too 
strong to be crushed out by any treaties or 
political arrangements which kings and em- 
perors may make. The treaties of 1815 
were as detestable to Germany as they were 
to France, and they are of no more power to 
restrain her when she is ready to put forth 
her strength than were the green withes to 
bind the might of Samson. The heart’s de- 
sire and prayer to God of the Germans has 
ever been fora United Germany, which 
should present g formidable front to the 
world and give her her due weight in its 
affairs. And the half her prayer is already 
granted, and it will not be long before she 


will receive all she asks. In the plan of 


1815 for the everlasting settlement of the 
balance of power in Europe, the wise men 
who adjusted the weights maintained the 
small states and encouraged their federative 
union as a centerbalance to the power of the 
larger ones. These smaller powers were, 
as a general thing, nests of tyranny and op- 
pression. It was like the despotism of the 
plantation, in slaye times, compared with 
that of a kingdom or an empire Ail Ger- 
many longed to be united into one great 
European Power, with institutions modified 
by the advancing spirit of constitutional 
liberty. In 1848 it was hoped the time had 
come ; but it was not yet. The hour has 
now struck. 

Perhaps it was necessary that this inter- 


val of two generations from the downfall of 


the old German Empire in 1806 should o¢- 
cur before the inauguration of the new. 
Sixty years is but a brief time in the life- 
time of a nation, and may not be more than 
its education into a new life demanded. The 
last sixty years have certainly been full of 
teachings to kings and peoples, if they will 
but lay them to heart, Ir 16 the Ger 
man Empire, established by m 

in 800, died after an existence of more 

a thousand years. The son of a Corsican 
lawyer smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and it crumbled into its first elements. The 
House of Austria, which had possessed that 
throne for about three hundred and seventy 
years, was obliged to fall back upon its 
hereditary dominions and take the style and 
title of Austria instead of Germany. ' From 
1487 to 1806 the House of Hapsburg had 
worn the imperial crown, which its found- 
er, Rodolph, had achieved a century and a 
half before, nominally by election, virtually 
by descent. The only exception, we think, 
was that of Charles VIL, when 

“The bold Bavarian, in a luckless hour, 

Trod the dread summits of Casarian power,” 
and held them for a few years, till Maria 
Theresa, 

“The queen, the beauty, set the world in arms," 
and, prevailing agaiftst him, the unhappy 
prince died of a broken heart. 

“His foes’ derision and his subjects’ blame, 

He stole to death from anguish and from shame." 
What could seem more steadfast than the 
imperial throne of Germany in the days of 
the Empress Queen, a little century ago, 
and what more fixed than the power and 
pre-eminence of the House of Austria? 
And in o quarter of a century the throne 
had crumbled into dust, and now the House 
of Austria, defeated, bankrupt, despised, is 
only waiting for the rescript of fate, sure to 
come, which is to doom its political extinc- 
tion!

THE great event of the last week is the 
passage through both houses of Congress— 
by majorities sufficient to override a presi- 
dential veto—of a bill conferring the elect- 
ive franchise upon citizens of the District 
of Columbia, without distinction of race or 
color. The measure was indeef teo long 
delayéd ; but its final pasgage makes us too 
happy for fault-finding. The bill, it willbe 
seen, does not require the voter to be able to 
read and write. Mr. Dixon, of Connecticut, 
moved an amendment embodying this con- 
dition, but the Senate voted it down—yeas 
11, nays 84. Among those who voted yea 
were Messrs. Anthony, of Rhode Island, 
Fogg, of New Hampshire, Foster, of Con- 
necticut, and Willey, of West Virginia—all 
Republicans; but Mr. Foster was the only 
one e&this number who voted against the 
bill on its final passage—thus passing over 
into the company of Cowan, Buckalew, 
Saulsbury, Hendricks, etc. Messrs. Cowan, 
Davis, Norton, Saulsbury, and Van Winkle 
—all Democrats, or “My Policy ” men— 
voted azainst the amendment, wishing the 
bill io pass, if at all,in what they deemed 
the most odious form. 

The President will of course hur] his veto 
at the measure, but only to find himself im- 
potent to resist it. Thank God! the. Capi- 
tal of the nation is “reconstructed” at last 
upon the principles of Justice and Equality, 
without distinction of race. 





No More Wurre Srares.— We deeply 
regret to see that distinguished Republican 
senators are working for the admission to 
the Union of the territories of Nebraska 
and Colorado, whose constitutions, in their 
provisions relating to suffrage, contain the 
hateful word “ white” Mr. Sumner bravely 
resists the measure as utterly inconsistent 
and demoralizing. “The Senate,” he says, 
“has voted itself in favor of human rights.

CATCHING CRABS INST. DOMINGO. 


BY GRANDMA GAGE. 


listen, for I have something to tell you that 
you ought to know. Do you remember, 
when I was describing to you, the other 
day, the honey-bees of St. Domingo, that I 
said they sometimes filled the gorges in the 
mountains of Azua? Well, Grandma wrote 
that word so badly that Tae INDEPENDENT 


Anna;” and there are no such mountains. 
What will all the boys and girls, six 
thousand of them, scattered all over this 
country, think when they look in Mitchell’s 
New Atlas, and cannot find the Mountains 
ef Anna? They will think Grandma wrote 
a mistake, The other week, too, when I 
was telling about the fruits, they made me 
talk about megpels. Dear me! megpels, 
indeed, when I meant mezpels, the mamee 
apple, the best little fruit that ever was 
eaten, I think. It grows on great trees as 
high as our forest-oaks, and looks like a 
russet-colored plum. It makes my mouth 
water to talk of it. 

But I want to tell you how all these mis- 
takes happen. Grandma writes a very 
Wegible hand, and the men that set the 
little types in their places so as to make 
words can’t always make out what the let- 
ters are. So it is every bit my fault, and I 
want to tell all the children so, and have 
them try hard and write well, in good, 
plain, round letters, that any one can read 
without trouble, and: to be very careful of 
their copy-books, and keep them clean and 
clear of blots. You cannot know now how 
much trouble careless writing and slovenly 
habits will make you when you are men 
and women. Do not forget this. 

But now about the crabs. About the 
month of May, all along the coasts of these 
islands there is a little crab that comes up 
out of the ground in the middle of the day, 
when it is warm, and sits in the sunshine 
near the entrance to his home in the earth. 
The shell on his back is about as large as 
the palm on Alice’s hand, and ‘is of a whit- 
ish green when he is alive. The body is an 
Inch and a half thick, and the meat of it, 
when boiled, or thrown on a fire and roast- 
ed, is white as snow and very good to eat. 
There was one place, under the edge of | — 
the great coal rocks on which the city stands, 
and near the sea, where the boys and girls 
went in parties to catch them, as you children 
go a nutting or blackberrying in the sum- 
mer. Oh! it was a beautiful place. The 
beach was a quarter of a mile wide, and 
thenthe rocks rose majestically up, up, up, 
fifty feet, and all over them the lovely plants 
ef the island crept and blossomed. Azalias, 
with their pink clusters always in bloom, 
and the rich vines of the Bignonias, with 
their purple and crimson-veined leaves—not 
such leaves as you see in the conservatory, 
but as long as Nellie’s pinafore—creeping 
and coiling in and out among the jagged 
and broken edges, till you would never 
dream that any rocks lay below; and over 
all this hung the bamboo, and the mahoga- 
ay tree, and the royal palm, rearing its tuft- 
ed crown so green and beautiful above all. 
There, on a bit of rock, in the sweet shade 
of a great tamarind, I used to sit and watch 
*he boys and girls catch crabs. 

It is not the custom in that warm country 
to build fires and get breakfasts, as most 
families do in this country. The masses eat 
what comes to hand—a little fruit, or ajoint 
ef sugar-cane, er a handful of nuts from the 
breadfruit tree, that grows all about. In the 
season of crabs, they constitute the break- 


fast. 

Now the crabs are sly little creatures, and 
when they go down at night they seem to 
eover up their holes—or “ shut their doors,” 
1 suppose they would say, if they could 
talk. 


The children know that about nine 
e’clock in the morning they will open their 
doors, and walk out and take a look about 
them at the blue sky, and green trees, and 
brilliant flowers. I should not wonder if 
they loved to hear the dash of old Ocean 
en the point below, or to be sung to sleep by 
the little white waves that come chasing 
each other up the beach like rows of danc- 
ing fairies, The crabs pop up as if they 
‘were pushed up, and spread out their long 
green claws over the hole, looking like fal- 
len leaves scattered over the ground. Ifthe 
boys should attempt to approach them, they 
‘would be out of sight in an instant, and not 
ene would be caught. So they go early, 
and, sitting down near clusters of the litfle 
trap-doors that have been made, hokling 
ene end of a stick which lies flat on the 
ground, they wait for Mr. Crab and lady to 
vise and come forth to enjoy the sunshine. 
I tell you it is rarer sport to them than mar- ' 
bles or base-ball. There they sit, those lit- 
tle dark-skinned girls and boys, in the hot 
gun, nota rag of clothes upon them except 

a ’kerchief on their heads, and the red, 
ae or blue morocco slipper, every one 
watching a half-dozen holes. They look 
like little bronze statues. They do not 
move; they do not speak; they hardly wink 
gn eye. Now, look sharp! The earth be- 
gins to move, the wee hillock to crumble. 
Almost before you know it, there they are, 
fairly out. Now is your time. Hold the 
end of the long, supple reed firmly, and 
with a sudden switch across the top of the 
hole throw every little sprawler’s legs from 
ander him, and pitch him off his perch, and 
turn him on his back, and there he is. He 
gan’t get away, and you have nothing to do 
but pitch him into your basket, move to the 
rext set of holes, and try again. 

When they have “set,” as they call it, 
4ong enough, and have caught as many as 
‘they desire, they build fires with dry twigs 
- and leaves, set over these fires little long- 

fron pots, filled with water, into 
which, when it boils, they throw the little 
pquirming crabs, and let them boil a few 
minutes. Then they pick them out and lay 
hem on the sand to cool. They go into 
the pot green, but come out besutiful pink 
and ecarlet and black.
